PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

This letter requests the Board to approve the annual financial statement of the William S. Hart 
Endowment and Income Funds and file the statement with the County Clerk.

The judgment of the Superior Court in connection with the probate of the William S. Hart estate 
requires the Board of Supervisors to file with the County Clerk an annual statement showing the 
receipts and disbursements of the estate funds and a statement of investments.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals
The recommended action supports the County’s Strategic Plan Goal of Fiscal Responsibility.  Income 
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from the endowment, plus $10,000 of endowment principal, will be transferred to fund General Fund 
recreation costs.

On June 15, 2004, your Board authorized the use of up to $10,000 annually from the William S. Hart 
endowment principal.  This request recommends the withdrawal of the annual maximum amount of

Income from the endowment and $10,000 from the William S. Hart endowment principal funded 
expenditures related to the Department of Parks and Recreation.
